The merit* and demerit* of the 
jure fairly illustrated by tat results before 
us. Whatever can be argued tgsinwt 
Ihia embarmactitg compromise between 
the necessities of self defence and the 
maxims of religioua liberty it concisely 
put in lie prolesU of tie dissentient 
peers ; what wu felt on the other 
side it more eloquently shown in the 
raoimoua majorities by which the bill 
was supported, and in the unexampled 
■Btnimity by which such legislation wu 
demanded. There ia doubileti much to 
be urged against the new statute, and 
something perhaps to be feared from its 
operation, but total inactirfti would 
have been more hazardous still, 
and no person during a live numfhs 
controversy has suggested any more ac- 
ceptable tchemc. Wc willingly take 
Lntd Aberdeen's premises, while we 
wholly dissent from hii conclusion. 
" Nobody," laid the noble lord " wu 
satisfied with it, and yet all were agreed 
that something ought to be done." But 
what then ia the natural inference from 
such admissions — that nothing should be 
done, or Hut something should be done 
to which a* many atucnt* u po»sil)le 
could be oblauud? Had Lord Aber- 
deen succeeded b carrying the rejection 
of the bill he would simply have impeded 
what " everybody," by his own acknow. 
ledgmcnt desired, for then; tu con. 
frMedly no better bill forthcoming, and 
y et a bill of tome nort or other w*a im- 
peratively tailed for. Lilllc discredit, 
however, can attach lo the enactment on 
this score, for a* much may be aaid of 
every measure or document in which a 
variety "of opinions arc expected to con- 
cur. Ministers were required to satisfy 
by one and tlic same pioposiliooa those 
who though! nothing too strong for the 
insolence of the Pope, and those who 
though nothing too favourable for the 
liberties of the PapUts. They were 
atiked on the one hand, to legislnto for 
(Ireat Britain «>d Ireland in the tame 
provisions, and on the other to recog. 
nise the difference between a nation et- 
tenlially Protectant and n country tena- 
ciously Roman Catholic. They had to 
distinguish between things temporal, 
and things spiritual umidiit the Inost 
subtle attemptH to confound Ihrm, and 
they had to restrict the aggrcKsiou of 
a church while respecting the freedom of 
religion. Cndcr these circumstances 
they did whot they could, and at least 
w ith atich success that no proposal was 
suggc-itcd with a better prospect of te- 
tepUoo. To say that the bill naliific* 
no one is merely to say that no opinio* I 
huvc been favoured to Ibc disparagement 
of others, while the overwhelming majo- 
rities against every amendment conclu- 
sively prove that llie great body of the 
nation is reasonably content with the 
compromise. Ii would have been easy 
enough to frame an enact mcnt which 
wuuld hare created 20U fanatical sup* 
porters and 200 desperate antagonittt, 
hut wu it not more statesmanlike to 

pi isc a measure which should unite 

the 400 rote* in a sober assent, although 
at Ihe aacrifke of some partial accbuna* 
tion* ? 

Groat fears are expressed letl the law 
should remain a " dead letter." For our, 
icIvcb, we junetrely trust it may do to.

ticable. What the Church of Home 
desires it uaerta for the moment to 
be indispensable, but when resis- 
tance it offered, 'tie necessity vanishes 
altogether. The I'apal advocate* 
now innocently uk what is to be. 
come of their institutions if an instrument 
containing a titular designation of a 
bishop is held invalid in a court of jus. 
tiee? The answer may be briefly given. 
When once the law has been so declared, 
no tuch designation will ever be em. 
ployed, and no such instrument will ever 
be put in. Much more plausibly might 
it have been pretended that tbe public 
production of the Pope's mandate was 
indispensable to the consecration of 
Popish bishops, and yet this eercmuny 
wu tut week performed with a prudent 
omLuion or a form wbich might violate 
the law. 

In congratulating our readers, there- 
fore on the cloae of thit tediout contro- 
versy, we trust we arc bidding the 
subject a practical adieu. We have no 
with to enrich the Exchequer with the 
fines of obdurate religionists, or to tec 
Dr. Wiaeman dVtcend to the level of a 
" churcbratc martyr." None know better 
than tbe Cardinal and hit colleagues huw 
to keep within the provision* of tbe law, 
and that wiedom which Popery has never 
Lacked will teach them their true course 
on th* present occasion. They will be 
indulged in all their rights of worship, 
and in most of their fuacie*. of ceremonial, 
but they wilt not be allowed to assume 
titles which imply inadmissible power, 
or lo give offence to others by pretensions 
' of no legitimate ute to themselves. In 
! Conclusion, if there is little to vaunt of 
at the end of this turmoil, there is cer- 



tainly tittle lo regret: and this, perhaps, 
in the more creditable reflection of the 
two. Amid great temptatiunt and ex. 
traordinary agitation of feeling, the 
Knglish people were not carried beyond 
the Imunds of reasonable displeasure, 
' nor did any considerations induce them 
to trespass on the great principles of 
religioua freedom. We might have been 
more triumphant had we been lest scru- 
pulous. Wc have done little, and that 
little may perhaps become leu ; but the 
national resolution hu been placed in- 
disputably on record, and the very 
scantineHs of our legislation is Ihe best 
proof of its equitable intent.

Alderman Salomons professed to have 
taken the oaths • in the form appointed 
by law', and iu this assertion he wu 
confirmed by lawyers of the greatest 
ability and Theobrioui appeal, 

therefore, was to the Courts provided 
by the Constitution, in pltce of wbich 
resource the House relied partly on it* ! 
own precedents, and partly oa ita own in- 
terpretation of the statute, while the ; 
Prime Minister did everything to dis- 
courage an appeal to the law, and much 
to prejudge its results. 

On tbe broad merits of the rase there 
is no room for two opinions. To treat 
the form of an oath u ita substance is 
either supremely ridiculous or delibe- 
rately unjust. 1 f a profession of Christi- 
anity it to be exacted from every mem- 
l>er of the British legislature— well and 
Hood; but if such a profession it not 
exacted, il is preposterous in the ex- 
treme to weaken or impede the profession 
t>f other opinions by insisting on forms 
which not only convey no security, but 
actually exclude it. On thit point,, 
however, we need hardly wtstewcir Is, for 
the principle hu been acknowledged, 
tardily enough, by the acta or the 1st and 
■.'ail Victoria, which provide that oaths 
taken in the form moat hinding an the 
tweeter'* conscience shall be held lo be 
well and truly taken, and shall subject 
to the pains of perjury in the cue or 
falsehood. This being the case, tnd the 
law on this point being conformable 
to reason, it only remains to ascertain 
whether the words "on the true faith of 
a Christian" partake of the substance of 
the oath, or constitute simply a part of 
the attestation. In the eyes of unbtused 
judges we suspect that the very first mo- 
nosyllable of these seven little words 
would decide Ihe point. The word " en" 
show* at clearly u possible that tht 
deponent swears tiy what follows, and I 
not to H ; not to ment on that his- 1 
torical tradition places tbe fact be. | 
ynnd all dispute. If any profession of 
faith whatever had st any time been ex- 
acted by the phrase in question, there 
would be ground for so applying it now, 
althcsigh Jews might never have been 
contemplated in the original test. But 
no tuch exertion wu ever dreamt or. It 
wu never thought that the Jesuits wers 
not C/Sris/htiu f on the contrary, it wu 
because they were at leut thus for 
trusted that their Christianity wu ap. 
petled to in verification of their political 
tenet". Yet if a Jew may claim to take 
oaths in the manner moat binding on bis 
conscience, and if tha words in question 
relate to the manner, and not to the 
oath, how can it be said thlt Mr. Salo- 
mons hat failed in conforming to the 
law ? 

The state in which the question is now 
consigned to tbe topics of a recess is less 
favourable to the Legislature than to the 
objects it is made lo proscribe. The 
Jews themselves have gained ground. 
Not only has then; cause, like nil good 
o» uses, been advanced by protracted dis- 
cinsinn, but they have found at length 
in tbe electoral constituencies u f the 
kingdom those champion* whose inter- 
position wa< so overtly challenged. Tbe 
Lord* argued fur tbe indifference of the 
people from the absence of pressure

No grew error can be committer! ,h„n 
that of comparing the preset* attrition of 
this eoualry with thai of the put at any 
period in ita history.

I Two stubborn constituencies will be ve 
different antagonists from two peaceable 
Jewish citizen*.

In lo*?, real estate wu considered (o 
have told below its true value ; but • 
comparison with priest, now paid will 
show that the purchasers' at that period, 
who now appear ia the market as sellers, 
do not fealixe fi per cent, per tnAum On 
their investments, with the exception of 
peculiarly desirable locations in the heart 
of the city, where such property pos- 
sesses a fancy value not easily estimated. 

Many new bank*, loo, have been es. 
tabtished during the past year, but not 
one had been put in operation during the 
previous fifteen; and while the metallic 
currency and resource) have wonderfully 
augmented tinee the year alluded to, the 
circulation of bank paper it very much 
smaller than it then vu, notwithstand- 
ing the great increase iu population, 
commerce, agriculture, and revenue. 

The export of specie, luge u it may 
be, ia well known to be much less than 
the import of the same, with every pro- 
spect UialtheCalifornian supply will con- 
tinue greater than the export demand. 
Ureat alarm wu unnecessarily felt in 
March, lest the constant foreign drain of 
silver should leave us without the abso- 
lute requirement for small circulation. 
Three millions of this metal have never- 
theless been sent abroad since then, while 
the coinage or the Mint bu been lets 
than 100,000 dollar*. During the same 
period, tht premium hat fallen from :t \ 
lo a} per cent., conclusively showing 
that the high price brought it freely for- 
ward from various sources, and that, like 
oilier articles of merchandise, it will 
always be sent where it is most wanted. 

Thai the import of goods hu been 
excessive, and the result consequently 
disastrous in many cues, no one can 
affect to doubt ; but at the same time all 
arc aware that a large proportion hat 
been on foreign account. 

The loate* by cotton and California 
have alto been very heavy, and cannot 
but cause ordinarily prudent men lo 
scrutinize strictly the position of those 
with whom they have dealings, aad whu 
have been directly or Indirectly interested 
in either. It must not, however, be ima- 
gined, any more than ia the impart of 
itoodi, that the sufferers are all on Ibis 
side the Atlantic; and, though failure* 
have taken place, u they must after any 
revulsion, yet it is understood thslthe 
reclamation* on cotton speculators in 
thin country have already been nearly 
paid up, while the damage liy the Cali- 
fornia fire hu not nnly been much ex- 
airucratcd, as in former eases, but will, in 
part, be compensated for by tbe profits 
upon shipment* now on the way. Let 
them nevertheless be estimated at what 
they may, they must be trifling compared 
with those occasioned by the same scourge 
in this city which preceded lbs critis of 
1837. 

Increase of agricultural population and 
or facilities for transporting the produce 
of industry are more than ever manncst. 
Trie receipt* of ftour in tbis city since the 
opening of the canal have thus far been 
l.f>OI),l)00 barrels, against half that num- 
ber durlnn the tame period in 1850: 
317.0.11) bushels, against 102.771 : and 
com '2,284,5(17 bushels, against fi{i;i,r)33. 
These, supplies at low prices seek their 
natural level, and are the prompt remedy 
fur adverse exchanges. The power of 
consuming Ih-m abroad ha* crested a 
demand which is relieving the market 
hero, and wi 1 of course tend to augment 
the prosperity of tbe eoualry gene- 
rally. 

The nomination of General Scott for 
the Presidency by the Whig f invention 
of Pennsylvania was generally antici- 
pated, and hu been referred to in a for.

John O'Orjnnell, recommending in tha 
strongest manner that " the good and 
excellent Earl of Arundel and Surrey 
should be ehosen u tbe representative or 
Limerick." No sooner said than done. 
The requisition wu instantly signed by 
all present, tftd committees of tha various 
Wards wen appointed to procure addi, 
t tonal signatures, which will be for- 
warded with all possible speed to Lord 
Arundel. From the tenor of the fore- 
going intelligence it it to be Inferred 
thai Mr. John O'Connell hu at hut, and 
really, made up his mind to bid t final 
farewell to the Sax on Parliament. 

Just before I despatched this letter the 
following communication came to hand. 
It gives all the particulars of the nego- 
tiations. 

- Limerick. Tuesday night, July IS. 

" The city wu taken by turprise to- 
day, when It Wat privately announced 
that Kr. John O'Connell had tendered 
hin resignation, in order to make room for 
the Earl of Arundel and Surrey, 
who hat been compelled to resign hit 
father'* borough in England, for several 
reasons which rumour atyeth. There 
wu t private meeting held at four 
o'clock, which wu attended by about 
2t moat ntpectoble citisrm* certainly. 
A letter wu read from Mr. O'Connell, 
stating that the eitiaeus should by all 
meant elect Ihe 1 good and great lord 
but, curious enough, there wu not a 
word about hit awn resignation stated in 
the document. It was aaid, however, 
that he would at once resign, I have 
heard it stated that this matter 
was arranged for certain satisfac- 
tory '* reasons" some day* ago, between 
the noble lord, Mr. Monsell, M.P., and 
Mr. O'Connell himself. T here is t good 
deal of mystery in the whole affair. There 
w*s alto a letter read to the meeting from 
Mr. Mantel], who appears to be acting on 
the part of the noble lord- The letter 
stated that bis Lordship was ready and 
willing to stand for the city if the r Sectors 
pmmited him success, snd that in tha 
event of a context, hit Lordship would go 
■ fit u £300 or £400. One of th* 
gentlemen present ashed where the re- 
mainder of the cash, in cue of* e.onleet, 
would be found ; and another replied, 
that his Lordship's £10,000 a year would 
be ample security for it. A question arose 
u to the promisee made Mr. Rnsstllsoma 
time ago by a majority of tht elector* 
in the event of t vacancy, and it waj 
staled that such promises wear not now 
binding, u Mr. Rawed! was a Protestant, 
and that he bad not raited, his voiea 
ap-iiiisl the * Penal BiO,' snd tSrff-lbrc be 
must be rejected, and a good stout Ca- 
tholic elected.

Of 
course the speakers at tht) meeting (t« I 
before stated, a private one;, I understand, 
were loud in their praises of hit Lord- 
thip's Catholicity, and they would htve 
no other. 

"I wis told that Captain Csiletoij

who resides at Delgany, county of wick- 
low, and who addressed tbe electors here 
a short lime since, will contest the city. 
Should such he the caae, it will prove the 
sincerity of the elector*. I have not 
heard of any other candidate u yet, bat 
if faith be not broken with Mr. Kusscll 
he ought to have a chance if he stood, 
and certainly I believe he hu done more 
good for the city than (he ex M.P. for 
Arundel. The meeting formed a com- 
mittee, and sent out requisitions at once, 
as they said, to lake tny other candidate 
by surprise, Tbis wu done to have all 
the electors tiound before tbe resignation 
of Mr. J. O'Connell i* mode public.

ORANGR RIOT IN LIVERPOOL. 

/Pram the 7lWi. July l.i./ 

I.i v kb pool, Monday, — This morning the 
various Orange clubs met to celebrate by 
procession the anniversary of the Battle 
of the Boyrje. The place of muster was 
at the King's Monument, in London, 
road. The various clubs having met 
early at their respective club-hone**, 
came separately to the place of meeting, 
with Orange flags flying, and some 
accompanied by bands of music. When 
tbe procession was beginning to form, a 
crowd of Irishmen, evidently bent upon 
mischief, and carrying concealed weapons 
advanced up London-road, apparently 
from the docks. They tlopped when 
ihey had got a little bejonil Seymour- 
street, and saluted the Orangemen wilh 
a volley of briekbata and stones. Several 
were knocked down, a yell was raited, 
and a fearful conflict ensued. The 
Orangemen advanced. It appeared that 
several of them had loaded pistol* in 
their pockets. They drew these and 
fired upon the crowd, wounding, it is 
stated, several persons, The '-tylcts" 
also used their swords. The Irith- 
men, il appeared, at length, retreated, 
and an exciting calm ensued. The 
wounded Wert carried off to the Infirm try. 
and Ibe procession in spite of what had 
happened, formed and proceeded playing 
the - Royae Water," taking flraf the 
route to TOXteth Pork, vio Duke-street, 
Gnat George-ntreet, be , attended by 
vast crowd* of men, boys, women, and 
children. Few symptoms of fresh rioting 
appeared, however, no provocation of 
any kind being offered by the procession 
to tbe mob following their footsteps. 
Subsequently, honever, we were in. 
formed that fresh rioting broke out in 
Park-lane. Vtom one of our reporters 
who chanced to be an e , e.witnei* of the 
riot, we learn the following details :— - 
Our reporter wu pasting between 9 
and 10 o'clock down London-road, and 
bad arrived* little below the monument, 
when be observed denae and excited 
mattes of people congregated on the 
.pot, extending from the Monument 
to the top of clhaw'* brow. Quiet at 
that time prevailed, but, whilst stand, 
ing obierving the formation of the pro- 
cession, our reporter noticed two of tha 
Orange party come up, when they were 
pursued by some of their Irish antago- 
nists. One. of Ibese, a tall and remark- 
ably powerful man, dressed like a dock 
porter, pursued one of the Orangemen. 
Juil above Norton-street ths Orangeman 
escaped, after a sharp run, during which 
he used a spcir which he bote to protect 
himself. An officer who belonged to the 
police force who happened to stand by, 
observing this, walked leisurely towards 
them until close upon Ibe two men, and 
then made a run at the powerful Irishman, 
struck him on the back wilh hia slick, already •courted at 
In a moment the mass of people .vur. , belief that other: 
rounded him, and, as far as our reporter ; n * a been a 
could observe, the officer was knocked " 
down, hia hat and stick new up in the air, 
and serious if not fatal injuries wen in- 
flicted upon hia. It is underatood that 
his ikull was split open. Volley* of tl ones 
were then thrown, a tremendous 
rush to escape was made by Ike 
dense masses, and the riot above re- 
ported set in. Our reporter aubae- 
qnenlly observed fighting in different lo- 
calitiei in hia route down town, in 
Gloucester- street, Shaw't-brow, he,., and

The 
vessel stuck fast on Ibe ridge of 
rocks, with a hole in her bottom, and 
being con il rue ted of Iron, .he 
was abandoned by the Russian 
authorities to the agent of the 
insurance company in London who had 
insured her, and the company sent out an 
able oncer, Caplaia Pell, who. after great 
exertioni, succeeded in getting her off the 
rock I. He let the water into every part 
of her, and allowed her to remain full all 
the winter. Tliia bold experiment had 
the effect of preserving her from being 
battered by the «ea* of winter storm*, 
and In the spring' tbe vessel waa raised 
hy him, and, after being partially re. 
paired, he floated her to Riga, where she 
underwent a more thorough repair. He 
Iben tried Ihe engines, and found that 
they worked well, and on trying the 
speed or the vessel at the measured mile, 
near Kiga, the result was ascertained tn 
be 16 knots an hour. From Itiga Cap.
